Fifty years ago today 
President 
Lineoln died in an obseur© house in 
Washington, across the street from 
Ford’s theater, from the effects of a 
revolver bullet wound in hi-, head, 
suffered while 
attending 
the play, 
“Our American Cousin,” a little a f­ 
ter ten o’clock on the night of April 
14. 1805. 


President Wilson has asked that 
the anniversary of his death be re­ 
cognized and observed in all parts 
of the United States. 
Flags were 
prominently 
displayed 
here today. 
The Stars and Stripes were at half- 
mast 
on 
the 
court 
house. 
The 
president, in his executive order, re­ 
quested that the flag be displayed 
at half-mast on all federal buildings 
and at all forts and military posts, 
and on all 
vessels 
of the 
United 
States, and in addition that the ex­ 
ecutive offices of the United States 
he closed. 


.Newspaper 
dispatches 
from 
Washington said that holiday honrs 
would be observed a s far a s practi­ 
cable in the postoffices of the Uni­ 
ted States today, in memory of the 
emancipator’s death. 
It wa- stated 
that 
Postmaster 
General 
Burlson 
had ordered 
that 
all 
postofflees 
close at least a part of the day. 
Postmaster G. P. Hunt this morn­ 
ing said that lie had 
not 
received 
any orders from Washington to close 
the postoffice either all or a part of 
the day. 


George Young today recalled the 
time when Lincoln’s 
body 
lay 
in 
state in Indianapolis while it was 
being taken 
from 
Washington 
to 
Springfield, Illinois for burial. 
Mr. 
Young and a number of other Rti»li- 
ville people went to Indianapolis to 
see all that was mortal of tlie eman­ 
cipator. 
Mr. Young at that 
time 
was eighteen years of age. 
He says the crowd formed in line 
over a mile long and the people wore 
hurried past the bier so fast that 
Mr. Young got nothing more than a 
glimpse of the president. 
!!<■ went 
back to the end of the line and pa­ 
tiently waited to get another view 
of the corpse. 
He distinctly recalls 
the mark 
on 
Lincoln’s 
forehead 
when the bullet came out, after pas­ 
sing through his brain. 
Mr. Young says that while he was 
in 
line 
some 
on 
in 
the 
crowd 
yelled: 
“Hurrah 
for 
Jeff Davis,” and the crowd straight­ 
way put a rope around that indivi­ 
dual s neck and hung him on the 
streets of Indianapolis. Mr. Y o u n g ’s 
oldest brother was in Ford’s theater 
the night Lincoln was shot. 
The incidents surrounding the fa­ 
tal shooting of Lincoln arc well re­ 
membered by persons who were liv­ 
ing at that time. 
Just before the 
close of the play in Washington, on 
the evening of April 14, 1865, a lit­ 
tle past ten o’clock, 
John 
Wilkes 
Booth, an actor, entered the presi­ 
dent’s box, closed and fastened the 
door behind him, and, with a pistol 
in one hand and a dagger in the oth­ 
er. he rested the former on the hack 
of the chair occupied by the presi­ 
dent and shot him. 
The ball entered 
behind his ear, passing through his 
brain, and lodged near one of his 
eyes. 
The president lingered until 
the following day (fifty years ago 
today), passing away in the pres­ 
ence of distinguished men of Wasli-

The task of enumerating all child­ 
ren of school age in Rush county lias 
been started and must be completed 
under the law, by the thirtieth 
of 
April. 
The 
enumeration 
is 
taken 
separately in each 
township 
and 
school corporation and the 
results 
are filed with the county superin­ 
tendent of schools, who compiles the 
report and forwards it to the state 
superintendent of public instruction. 
The township trustees a r e respon­ 
sible for the enumeration in their 
townships and in the school corpor­ 
ation^ it is the duty of the school 
bodrd. 
In some instances the town­ 
ship tru ste e s do the work and re­ 
ceive the two dollar- a day extra for 
the work. 


Lr. J. B. Kinsinger, a member of 
the Rushville school board, has the 
enumeration in charge in Rushville. 
He bits employed Mrs. \ \ . O. Headiee 
who will try to complete the work in 
the required time. 
If -he finds this 
impossible, an assistant will be em­ 
ployed. 


In taking this census 
not 
only 
children who are in school are en­ 
umerated but all persons 
between 
the ages of 
-ix 
and 
twenty-one 
years 
are listed. 


It is very important that the en­ 
umeration be as complete a s pos­ 
sible for upon it is based the amount 
ot money that will be received from 
the state school fund for the vari­ 
ous corporations. 
The distribution 
i- made according to tlie number of 
persons of school age and the re­ 
ceipts are placed in the tuition fund. 
1 his fund is used to pay teachers’ 
alaries. 
Jn each school corpora­ 
tion there are at least two funds, the 
tuition fund and the general fund. 
1 he latter i- raised by taxation and 
i- used tor all incidental expenses in 
maintaining the schools. 
However, 
part ot the teachers’ salaries mav 
be taken from the general fund when 
the tuition fund is not sufficient. 
I he money that is raised for the 
tuition fund i- not a burden upon 
the taxpayers as it comes from a 
sjieeial state fund. 
The 
interest 
from the fund is apportioned annu­ 
ally to the vaious school corpora­ 
tions according to the enumeration. 
It is important, therefore, that ev­ 
ery person of school age he enumer­ 
ated for the larger the enumeration 
the greater will be the sum received 
from the state. 


rl he residents are reminded by the 
school authorities that the enumer­ 
ation includes all persons 
between 
the age of six and twenty-cine years 
regardless of whet her or not they are 
in school at this time. R esidents are 
asked to assist the enumerators in 
whatever way they can so the cen­ 
sus may be complete. 


Last year the enumeration showed 
a substantial gain over the year pre­ 
vious and as a result, Rushville re­ 
ceived a larger amount of money to 
be used for school purposes,

Rushville and Uarthage are sepa­ 
rate school corporation, each enum­ 
eration will be kept separate so the 
f u n d s c«n be distributed according­ 
ly.

Even now there are practically no 
wild horses such as one roamed the 
ranges and with the inroads being 
made upon the horses of the West by 
the war, his lialf-civilized brother, 
the bronco, promises to disappear. 
Thousands of 
horses 
have 
been 
taken from Colorado, Wyoming and 
other western states. 
Not only have 
British and French buyers invaded 
this section, but representatives of 
the Italian government have combed 
the country for mounts. 
During the 
last few weeks an Italian buyer pur­ 
chased several hundred horses and 


so great was his haste to get them 
to his home country th at they were 
sent by Express from Denver to the 
East instead of by freight. 
There 
they were to be hurried abroad a 
steam er for Italy. 


Several million dollars have been 
spent for these horses lor war pur­ 
poses. 
The 
greatest 
demand 
of 
course, is for stout, sound 
horses 
capable of work a s cavalry mounts 
or for artillery. 
The entire country 
has been gone over 
two 
or 
three 
times by buyers for different coun­ 
tries and still the demand has not 
been filled. 


This draining of the west of horses 
means that in the rehabilitation a 
better breed of horse will be produc­ 
ed. 
It is this that sounds the death 
knell of the broncho. 
The govern­ 
ment has been working for years en­ 
couraging the breeding 
of 
better 
horses. 
Stallions and 
mares 
of 
standard breeds draft and general 
purpose horses have 
been 
placed 
throughout the West. 
Their 
pro­ 
geny are already influencing the gen­ 
eral trend for development of 
the 
hoses in the sections in which the 
work of the government is being cen­ 
tered. 
As the demand for horses to 
replace those sold for war service 
increases it will he animals of better 
breeds which will take their places. 


Another factor having a great in­ 
fluence, is the fencing of ranches— 
something which was unknown 
in 
years gone by. 
This ended the day 
of the wild horse and the bronco, al­ 
though given to bucking and pitch­ 
ing, has gradually become tamer and 
more domesticated. 


There was a tune when it was not 
so very difficult to find a horse in the 
West which no human being could 
ride. 
That day has now gone by. 
The last great horse of this stripe 
was “Steam boat” which died 
only 
this year. 
It is claimed that no man 
ever rode 
Steamboat 
legitmately. 
The greatest riders of 
the 
entire 
West tried and failed all finally be­ 
ing thrown in some way or other.** 
When the British government was 
purchasing horses for use in 
the 
Boer w ar it was necessary to employ 
bronco busters, who 
spent 
weeks 
battling with the prospective mounts 
for British cavalrymen, before they 
were conquered and sufficiently sub­ 
dued to the saddle to 
satisfy 
the 
government agent. 
This ye at there 
is little evidence that the British or 
French are in danger 
of suffering 
cassulties through encountering the 
American horses. 
Constant 
association 
with 
man 
through the years between the Boer 
w ar and the 
present, 
instead 
of 
roaming over unfenced pains, 
has 
had its influence on the horse. 
The 
‘‘never say die” fighting spirit of the 
old bronco in his struggle 
against 
the touch of leather and his intense 
hatred of man, because he was rep­ 
resentative of enslavement 
to 
the 
saddle, has 
slowly 
flickered 
out.

School Corporation and Must 


Finish by April 30. 


BASIS FOR APPORTIONMENT 


Important That All Persons Between 


Six and Twenty-one Years be 


Listed—Tuition Fund. 


The task of enumerating all child- 


ren of school age in Rush county has 
been started and must be completed 
under the law, by the thirtieth 
o£ 


April. 
The enumeration is 
taken 


separately in each 
township 
and 


.school corporation and the 
results 


are tiled with the county superin- 
tendent of schools, who compiles the 
report and forwards it to the state 
superintendent of public instruction. 


The township trustees are respon- 


sible for the enumeration in their 
townships and in the school corpor- 
ations, it is the duty of the school 
boilrd. In some instances the town- 
ship trustees do the work and re- 
ceive the tw.o dollars a day extra for 


i1 ivork. 
Lr. J. B. Kinsinger, a member of 


the linshville school board, has the 
enmaeraliou in charge in Kusliville. 
Ik-has employed Mrs. W. 0. Headlee

In taking this census 
not 
only

umerated but all persons

It is very important that the en- 


umeration be as complete as

sible for upon it is based the amount 
of money that will be received from 
the slate school fund for the vari- 
ous corporations. 
The distribution 


is made according to the number of 
persons of school age and the re- 
ceipts are placed in the tuition fund. 
This fund is used to pay teachers' 
salaries. 
In each school corpora- 


tion there are tit least two funds, the 
tuition fund and the general fund. 
The latter is raised by taxation, and 
is used for all incidental expenses in 
maintaining the schools. 
However, 


part of the teachers' salaries may 
he taken from the general fund when 
the tuition fund is not sufficient. 


The money that is raised for the 


tuition fund is not a burden upon 
the taxpayers as it comes from a 
special state fund. 
The 
interest 


from the fund is apportioned annu- 
ally to the vaions school corpora- 
tions according to the enumeration. 
It is important, therefore, that ev- 
ery person of school age be enumer- 
ated for'the larger the enumeration 
the greater will be the sum received 
from the state. 


The residents are reminded by the 


school authorities that the enumer- 
ation includes all persons 
between 


the age of six and twenty-one years 
regardless of whetheror not they are 
in school at this time. Residents are 
asked to assist the enumerators in 
i-hiitever way they can so the cen- 
sus may be complete. 


Last year the enumeration showed 


i substantial gain over the year pre- 
vious and as a result, Rushville re- 
ceived a larger amount of money to 
be used for school purposes. It is 
hoped that another

shown this year

Not only have 
British and French buyers invaded 
this section, but representatives of 
the Italian government have combed 
the country for mounts. 
During the 


last few weeks an Italian buyer pur- 
chased several hundred horses and 
so great was his haste to get them 
to his home country that they were 


•nl by Express from Denver to the 


East instead of by freight. 
There 


they were to be hurried abroad a 
steamer for Italy. 


Several million dollars have been 


spent for these horses for war pur- 
poses. 
The 
greatest 
demand 
oC 


course, is for stout, sound horses 
capable of work as cavalry mounts 
or for artillery. The entire country 
has been gone over two 
or three 


times by buyers for different coun- 
tries and still the demand has not 
been filled. 


This draining of the west of horses 


means that in the rehabilitation a 
better breed of horse will be produc- 
ed. It is this that sounds the death 
knell of the broncho. 
The govern- 


ment has been working for years en- 
couraging the breeding 
of 
bettei 


horses. 
Stallions and 
mares 
of 


standard breeds draft and general 
purpose horses have 
been 
placed 


throughout the West. 
Their pro- 


geny are already influencing the gen- 
eral trend for development of 
the 


hoses in the sections in which the 
work of the government is being cen- 
tered. As the demand for horses to 
replace those sold for war service 
increases it will be animals of better 
breeds which will take their places. 


Another factor having a great in- 


fluence, is the fencing of ranches- 
something which was unknown 
in 


years gone by. This ended the day 
nf the wild horse and the bronco, al- 
though given to bucking; and pitch- 


ing, has gradually become tamer and 
more domesticated. 


There was a time when it was not 


so very difficult to find a horse in the 
West which no human being could 
ride. 
That day has now gone by. 


The last great horse of this stripe 
was "Steamboat" which died 
only 


this year. It is claimed that no man 
ever rode 
Steamboat 
legitmately. 


The greatest riders of 
the 
entire 


West tried and failed all finally be- 
ing thrown in some way or other." 


When the British government was 


purchasing horses for use in 
the 


Boer war it was necessary to employ 
bronco busters, who 
spent 
weeks 


battling with the prospective mounts 
for British cavalrymen, before they 
were conquered and sufficiently sub- 
dued to the saddle to 
satisfy 
the 


government agent. 
This yeaf there 


is little evidence that the British or 
French are in danger 
of suft'erin;
